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Some Actual Extracts from the Minutes of the 
Valley Union Education Society 

HAVING A BEARING UPON THE EARLY HISTORY OF HOLLINS COLLEGE 

M«y 23. 1843. 

Jofhua Bradley, having, a few weeks since, originated a subscription for the pur¬ 
poses hereafter described, requested all gentlemen present at the Baptist meeting house 
near Salem, Roanoke County, to be organized into a society by the title of * Valley 
Union ELducation Society, who would comply with the terms set forth in said subKription. 
Whereupon the Rev. A. C. Dempsey was chosen President and Geo. P, Tayloe Treas¬ 
urer and Secretary Pro Tern. The Rev, Joshua Bradley presented the following articles 
as a constitution for said society, which were unanimously adopted, viz: 

« « » 

Article 3 

When incorporated they shall choose 13 Trustees, to whom deed or deeds shall 
be given of all property of every kind that is obtained by their agents or otherwise, said 
property never to be appropriated for any other purpose but for education of youth of 
all denominations of both sexes who may enter the institutioa at Botetourt Springs.

Article 5 

This Society shall elect hve of their number as directors to visit the institution fre¬ 
quently, confer with the President, hear the students examined and adopt such measures 
as will render the institution as useful as possible. Should the President or his associate 
teachers become unpopular, said directors shall call a meeting of the society or Board 
of Trustees and have them removed and others appointed. 

• a a 
Article 7 

l*he Society shall elect one or more agents to raise funds to pay for the buildings 
and one hundred and six acres of land connected with the Botetourt Springs, and also 
to obtain a library and apparatus, that the students may have every facility to advance 
themselves in literary attainments. 

September 6, 1847. 

Wherfjui. the Valley Union Seminary combines m its location and accommoda¬ 
tions, as well as in its facilities for affording instruction to youth of both sexes, advan¬ 
tages in many respects superior to most inslitutions m our State; and. 

Whereas, the amount of patronage thus far rcaliied has exceeded what might 
reasonably have been expected umler existing circumstances: therefore,

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Resolved, Thai this Society has increased confidence in the enterprise and regards 
the institution as highly deserving public patronage; 

Resolved, T*hat the board be instructed to make any necessary repairs to the build¬ 
ings and improve and enlarge the apartn^uits occupied by the female pupils as soon as 
the condition of the treasury shall justify an appropriation to this object; 

Resolved, That this Society regards the present laws regulating the intercourse 
between the male and female department# as highly judicious and that the faculty be 
requested never to make them less binding. 



August 31, 1848. 

On motion the following resolution was adopted: **Resolved, That should the 
McAdamized road leading from Salem to Buchanan now in contemplation pau through 
these premises, the present proprietor be instructed to make no charges for damages 
except on account of additional fencing." 


May 19. 1853. 

. . . Resolved, 'Fhat this Society express its high sense of the ability with 
which the affairs of the Valley Union Seminary have been conducted during the past 
year under its present instructors, and that they would hereby recommend the institution 
as worthy the patronage of all who desire their daughters to receive a liberal and accom¬ 
plished education. 


March 5. 1856. 

. . An effort was next made to secure additional funds for improving the 

premises, especially the sulphur spring and enclosures, which resulted in the pledge of 
$500 for that object. 

'fhe follo%ving is quoted from the catalogue of Hollins Institute, session 1855-6: 

It was with peculiar satisfaction that the Sodety unanimously adopted 
at its late final meeting the proposition of Mr. John Hollins, of Lynchburg, accompanied 
as it was with a magnificent donation on his part, to place their institution under the 
control of a self-perpetuating Board of Trustees. 'Fhis transfer has now' been effected 
and a new charter secured. 


COMMF.NCF.MF.NT 

The day of commencement and exhibition is the fourth of July. The exercises 
consist of conferring diplomas and certificates, the reading of essays by the graduates, 
and others, with the valedictory address of the principal. 

In the afternoon there is a concert of vocal and instrumental music by the pupils 
in this department.

May 23. I860, 

MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF HOLLINS INSTITUTE 
Whereas, the Superintendent ha. informed thi* Board that Mi*. Ann Holhn. 
ha. increa.ed her individual .ub«nptioo to the Inalitule. which, with the donation ma^ 
by her decea.ed hu*band and other contnbotion. made in former year*, amount in the 
aggregate to $17,500; therefore. 

Resolved. That the repeated and pnneely liberality of Mr*. Holhn. to ihi* IiMtitule 
ha. excited the warmeat feeling, of gratitude in it* Tru.tee». and no doubt when announced 
will rejoice the heart, of all iu patron., while at the Mine lime it conatitute. a .ure index 
of her own benevolence of heart and noble puipoMt 

Resolved. 11iat Mr. W. A. Miller be directed to IraoMnil thi. rewlution with the 
be.t compliment, of the Board to Mr.. Hollm. and to procu« a |K.nr.it of heiMlf and.

November 18, 186 3, 

On motion of Mr. Pitrer. the pnee of board and tuilion and mouc wa. hied at 
$800 for the session of nine months, thus cIivkW: Boord. $550; literary tuilion, $125; 
music tuition. $125. 
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March 4, 1864. 

The regular meeting which was to have been held on the 16th of December, 1863, 
was not held in consequence of the presence of the enemy in the neighborhood on 
that day. 



May 16. 1864. 

3. Resolved, That prices for board and tuition for the current session having been 
fixed when provisions were more abundant and prices ranged far lower than at present, 
the Trustees reserve the right of increasing the prices after the Isl of August to such an 
extent as to furnish good fare and comfortable accommodations. 


May 24. 1865. 

On motion of Mr. Boothe a committee was appointed to examine Carven*s Creek 
and report what ought to be done to stop its encroachment upon the grounds near he 
sulphur spring. 


June 6. 1866. 

On motion of Mr. Boothe, all claims against the Board of Trustees due in Con¬ 
federate money were directed to be settled at the specie valuation at the time of incurring 
the debt. 


July 23. 1873. 

On motion of Dr. Tuppei it was resolved that the Superintendent be authorized 
to substitute stoves instead of open wood fires. 

May 26. 1875. 

Resolved, That the Board of Trustees in assuming their official duties under the 
amended charter desire to return their heartfelt thanks to Prof. C. L. Cocke for his 
judicious and wise performance of the responsible duties of his office. Believing that 
the present prosperity of this Institution and the promise of increased usefulness in the 
future is due mainly to his energy and efficiency, we not only congratulate him upon the 
result of his labors in the past, but pledge him our hearty support in carrying out his 
plans for the future.

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Historical Sketch of Hollins 


To the average Hollins girl Hollins really begins the day she arrives. 
It is founded, builded, peopled, servanted, and catalogued for her especial 
benefit, and on the day of her registration officially opened and set to 
running. 

So, for the enlightment of those so unfavored individuals and future 
prospective patrons, we think an historical sketch of this college a most 
happy intervention at this point, as well as suitable material for a catalogue. 

People are born, houses built, churches erected, rivers originated, 
reputations made, seeds disseminated, but only colleges are founded. And 
Hollins, not departing from the time honored custom, was founded in 1842. 

Although some landmarks yet remain, sulphur spring, trees, darlings, 
and the eager pursuit of knowledge, yet since that date there have been 
many changes which we believe could be most strikingly appreciated by 
a graduate of 1846 if he or she should come back and compare the facts 
of then and now. Let us list for careful study some of these improvements:

Hoffiin suits are becoming the unwritten uniforms, and are really 
quite becoming to all sizes—pupils or teachers. 

Amusements, —I. In 1910 a Victrola was presented to the school, and 
from the gentle suggestion, many have become owners of this popular 
musical instrument 

II. Due to the departure of the masculine element from Hollins, no 
longer do the men grace our social functions, but the girls not to he 
downed by this calamity still pursue their dancing for fifteen minutes 
each night 
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Nec^wtieB and Otherwiae ,—A srreat improvement has been made in 
the prices at Hollins—ijnradually, yet steadily increased, and to-day we 
feel that the high standard evoked is worthy of personal commendation 
and monetary endorsement. 

This is merely a brief outline of our advancement No words can 
adequately describe the existing and evident facts. We call attention to 
a more detailed account in the Hollins catalogue. We cordially invite 
inspection and criticism of the place. 

We endeavor to please and repay our patrons, and earnestly trust the 
college may continue to grow in every way and always be a nice place for 
happy and well-intending young ladies.

Courses of Instruction 

Enslish 

Professor Frederick Anson Cummings 
Miss Boyd Miss Bain 

Miss Behan 

English I aims to acquaint the Freshman mind with extemporaneous 
and prolific composition. Special emphasis being laid on spelling and 
length. Such colloquialims as "sorter sweet,” “that kinder fella,” “shure,” 
"these kind,” "best lookin’ rag I over laid my eyeballs on,” are rigidly 
discouraged. Daily, semi-weekly, bi-weekly, and monthly themes. 

A special feature of the thorough and splendid course on the Nttie- 
teenth Century Eeaay is the large, open field of elucidating parallel read¬ 
ing in the library. Recourse to these books is not only encouraged but 
suggested. From thirty to forty hours per week required. 

English 11 to English XIV (inclusive) are taught by Prof. P. A. Cum¬ 
mings in person, except during such weeks aa the magazine proof is being 
corrected, when written lessons nuy be expected. Incidental to the study 
of the lives and works of literary men is given an exemplary course in 
the reading of poetry, and in the artistic interpretation of the balcony 
scene from Romeo and Juliet. 


Botany 

Professor Howard 

The course of study in this school (modeled after that in Howard 
University) is designed especially for those who are wandering in the 
darkness of ignorance and think that the sweet litUe flowers were put on 
this beautiful earth of ours to be wrecked by the vandal hand of man. 
The modest, shrinking violet was no more created to adorn the front of 
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a lady’s gown than was the humming bird to trim a fall hat Two hours 
a week are spent in drawing dear little leaves which are gathered every 
afternoon by the instructor. Though Physiology may be substituted for 
Botany, It is never advised, as no one’s education is complete without a 
knolwedge of plant life.

Astronomy 
Professor Cocke 

This course aims to give the student a sufficient knowledge of the 
celestial sphere to enable her to "talk about the stars’’ on fair summer 
nights. The class meets three times a week on the roof of the Science 
Hall, irrespective of thermometer or barometer. Some of the students 
become so familiar with the constellations as to be able to distinguish the 
gold wash on Orion's belt from the marcel wave in her hair. 

History and Political Science 

Professor Terrell. Miss Scott 

History is taught from the standpoint of the development of inftnite 
knowledge, to see how the "leak" in Wilson’s peace note grew out of the 
killing of Abel by Cain, and to establish the French Revolution as a basis 
of all forms of research rather than to give the student any chance to 
think otherwise. Emphasis is laid upon the famous men bom in Vir¬ 
ginia, the wealth of Pittsburg, the ancestry of Emperor Charles V, the 
wives of Henry VIII, and the fashionable society of Newport 

Domestic Science and Physical Training 
Professor Adams Professor Grosscup 

Formerly the above were separate departments, but because of their 
congeniality, only discovered during the session of 1916-17, it was de- 
decided to combine them into one course of study. Miss Grosscup not only 
is most proflcient on gymnasium apparatus, but she uses her muscle most 
advantageously in beating Mias Adiuns’ "Divinity."
